Located  in  western  Montana,  Broadwater  County  is  Montana's  38th 
most  populous  with  3,3 1 8  residents,  according  to  the  1 990  Census. 

Townsend,  the  county  seat,  is  the  state's  38th  largest  city  with  a  popu- 
lation of  1,603. 

According  to  the  Montana  Almanac,  by  authors  Andrea  Merrill  and 
Judy  Jacobson,  the  county  was  established  in  1 897  and  named  after 
Colonel  C.  A.  Broadwater,  president  of  the  Montana  Central  Railroad. 
He  built  Helena's  Broadwater  Hotel  and  Natatorium  in  1 889.  The 
authors  add  the  county  seat  of  Townsend  was  named  after  the  wife  of  a 
Northern  Pacific  Railroad  official. 

According  to  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census,  median  income  for 
Broadwater  County  households  in  1 989  was  $20,257.  The  county  is 
1 ,238.9  square  miles  in  area;  1,191.5  square  miles  in  land  area  and  47.4 
in  inland  water  area. 


County  residents  experience  the  four  distinct  seasons.  According  to 
the  Great  Falls  Weather  Service,  the  Townsend  average  daily  low  in 
January  from  1961  to  1990  was  10.9  degrees  above  zero  and  average 
January  snowfall  5.9  inches.  The  average  daily  high  in  July  during  the 
same  time  frame  was  83. 1  degrees  above.  According  to  the  Montana 
Almanac,  the  annual  precipitation  in  1 995  was  9.64  inches  and  the  length 
of  the  growing  season  1 1 6  days.
